The inventions of claims 1-18 do not appear to involve an inventive step based on 
documents 1 and 2 cited in the ISR. Document 1 describes art that reads specified 
character strings and specified symbols, etc. described in table format, and handles 
the corresponding spreadsheets for such specified character strings and specified 
symbols, etc. Document 2 describes art for processing tables having a first data 
display section and a second data display section provided in the same cell. In the art 
described in document 1, by reading and interpreting a formula for calculating sales 
described as an explanatory note, a sales figure is calculated, but there is nothing 
special in a constitution where this is stored not in the form of an explanatory note, 
but as a dictionary. Accordingly, applying the art described in document 1 to the 
table having a first data display section and a second data display section provided in 
the same cell described in document 2 and using the constitution of the inventions of 
claims 1-18 could be easily achieved by a party skilled in the art. 
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
